THE latest plans for 
improving Greenwich Town 
Centre go on display to the 
public next week. 

Visitors to a public exhibition 
can find out more about two 
schemes designed to improve 
Greenwich town centre for 
everyone. 

It’s a chance to have your say on 
landscaping improvements 
planned for Cutty Sark Gardens 
and proposals to pedestrianise 
parts of the town centre. 

The display runs from June 26-29 
at Devonport House, King 
William Walk, from 10am to 8pm 
each day and locals have until 
July 15 to give their feedback. 
Computerised graphics, models 
and artist’s impressions will be 
displayed and planners are 
available to discuss any 
concerns. Proposals to improve 
Cutty Sark Gardens will be one 
of the key legacy projects 
resulting from the borough’s 
hosting of the London 2012 
Olympic Games. 

Planners are keen to hear ideas 
and suggestions about how the 
Gardens could be improved for 
residents and visitors beyond 
2012. Proposals include better 
landscaping, improved lighting 
and planting with the aim of 
creating a more welcoming feel 
to riverside open space. The 
council also plans to open up the

CARERS from around 
the borough got some 
well earned “me time” 
at a conference to mark 
the start of National 
Carers Week. 

The session on June 14 at 
Woolwich Town Hall was a 
chance to network, 
socialise, and take the 
brand new minibus on its 
maiden voyage. 

Sue Mitchell, chief 
executive at Greenwich 
Carers Centre, told GT: 
“The theme this year is 
‘looking after yourself.’ 
We came in the new 
minibus which has been 
specially ‘wrapped’, and 
we’ll be driving around 
the borough to encourage 
carers to come along to 
the sessions that are held 
at several venues.” 


There is a continuous 
programme of Caring 
With Confidence events 
that go on every day at 
various community 
centres locally. Seven 
different workshops are 
rotated daily over the 
whole year, with subjects 
ranging from ‘Caring Day 
To Day,’ to ‘Caring and 
Me’. 

This year the Carers 
Centre is one of the 
Mayor’s charities, and 
Greenwich Mayor 

Barbara Barwick was in 
attendance to back the 
selfless volunteers who 
look after loved ones, 
friends and relatives. 

Although rewarding, 
caring for someone who 
might have lost some of 
their faculties can be 
lonely and frustrating, so 
networking sessions are a 

great way to 



socialise and improve 
practice. Sue said: “Carers 
are busy looking after 
others, so when they get 
free time they don’t tend 
to think of doing 
something for themselves. 
Meetings like this one are 
a good way of helping 
them support one 
another.” 

Seventy-four year-old 
Merle Davids cares for her 
husband who suffered a 
crippling stroke nine 
years ago. Upbeat Merle 
told us: “His mobility has 
got worse, and he refuses 
to do his exercises - he’s 
very stubborn! It’s a 24-7 
job looking after him so it 
really stresses me out at 
times, so thank goodness 
for the care support team. 

“I go to as many carers 
conferences as I can - it’s 
something to look forward 
to and a chance to 
compare notes.” 

And carers needn’t 
be worried about the 
costs of transport to 
sessions and hiring 
respite cover to 
look after loved 
ones. Sue added: 
“Programmes 
are free, lunch 
is included and 
we provide 
money for 
respite cover.”

Although some operatives in 
Plumstead High Street 
continue using in the 
morning a very small broom 
when a large one would do a 
better job, it has to be said 
that Cleansweep seems to 


have cleaned up its act lately 
with the result that the High 
Street is looking better. 
Sweepers can also be 
regularly seen in the side 
streets, and pavements have 
recently had a good spring 
cleaning.

The two new 
schemes are the 
latest in a series of 
maj or restoration 
projects which will 
contribute to the 
town’s status as a 
World Heritage Site. 

Council leader 
Chris Roberts said: 
“As a World Heritage 
Site, Maritime 
Greenwich receives 
around nine million 
visitors a year and 
we need to ensure 


the town is a fitting 
place for the 
increased numbers 
of people we are 
expecting in the run 
up and during the 
2012 Games. 

“The views of local 
people are vital in 
helping us 
determine the 
priorities for 
improvement and I 
urge local people to 
visit the exhibition 
and give their 
views.”

SWIMMERS across the 
borough and beyond were 
splashing for joy on Friday, 
June 18 . 

The main pools at Eltham 
Centre officially re-opened at 
7am after the devastating fire 
in February. 

And GT dived in to capture 
some of the excitement. 

The other great news is that 
Greenwich Council and 
Greenwich Leisure Limited 
(GLL) are able to offer over-60s 
with a Freedom Pass free 
swiming at designated times 
on weekdays, in line with other 
pools across the borough. 
Just remember to bring your 


pass when you go along. 

Avid regular Carol Vann, a 
retired soft furnishings and 
upholstery craftswoman who 
lives just round the corner, told 
us: “This is brilliant! I 
remember swimming my first 
ever ‘length’ in the old Eltham 
Pools back in 1948 when I was 
aged six, and we were all 
devastated that we couldn’t 
swim here after the fire. 

“It’s also great news that we 
can now swim here free at this 
time of the morning.” 

Civil engineer Miles 
Pickering arrived just after 
7am, having had no ideathat 
the pool had even been closed. 

He said: “It’s my fourth 
morning this year

Barrier - and I haven’t used 
this place for six months. 

“I swim in all sorts of pools. 
This is a great one - and the 
entry charge is really good 
value.” 

Retired coach operator Terry 
Martin from Lee loves to swim 
at Eltham every weekday. He is 
one of the original pupils from 
Eltham Green School, from 
back in the late 1950s. 

He’s been using a pool in a 
neighbouring borough while 
the repairs were being done. 
But he said: “During those four 
months, I only spoke to one 
other person there! The 
atmosphere here is so good.” 

City business analyst Neil 


Jobson, from New Eltham. was 
also pleased to be back. He said: 
“I’ve been using the one at 
Sidcup but this is nice and local 
for me - and it’s value for 
money too.” 

Although GLL planned the 
official re-launch on the pools 
on Friday, staff managed a 
“soft opening” on the Tuesday. 
Managers reported a good, 
steady take-up in the 
swimming - with a total of 
almost 100 users in the family 
sessions on Thursday 
afternoon.

The campaign, backed 
by TV chef Jamie Oliver, 
received immediate support from 
Greenwich Council which 
allowed him into Greenwich 
schools to introduce a range of 
tasty, salt-free, low fat recipes 
into school canteens. 

Now five years on, pupils are 
still enjoying fresh, locally- 
sourced ingredients used to 
create mouthwatering midday 
meals for scores of youngsters 
across the borough. 

Charlton Manor headteacher Tim 
Baker said: “I used to 
occasionally have a school dinner 
but I could never eat it all 
because it was tasteless. 

“We used to have smiley faces, 
chips and twizzlers but now we 
have things like curry, pasta, 
bangers and mash and mexican 
wraps!” 

He added: “The take up of school 
dinners has risen by 8.7 per cent 
and meals are just £1.40 a day 
which is good value considering 
the quality of the food.” 

Pupils get a two-course meal 
including lots of veg and salad 
and there’s always a vegetarian 
option. 

School cook Christine Hutchings 
creates around 300 dinners for 
Charlton Manor each day and 
a further 400 meals for three 
other schools with a staff 
of seven. 

Menus operate on a three- 
week rota and are 
nutrionally balanced 
using seasonal produce 
and nothing is fried. 

Chris, a former pupil of 
Charlton Manor, has been 
cooking at the school for 17 
years. She said: “When I 
first started years ago we 
were using fresh meat, now 
it’s come full circle and all 
the meat that comes in now 
is fresh and I can get it 
delivered daily if needed. 

We get fresh fruit, veg and 
herbs two or three times a 
week and any frozen veg 
weekly. 

“It’s so rewarding when you 
see the children eating up 
and enjoying it. If it’s 
something they haven’t had 
before I let them have a taste 
and get their feedback but 
there’s not a lot they don’t 
like.” 

And Tim, who has been head 
at the school for five years, 



says the new healthier meals 
have made a difference to 
the children’s learning. 

“The vast majority of 
children are settling 
more easily and are 
more focussed,” he 
assured. But he 
explained the 
healthier school 
meals were just 
part of a major 
drive to improve 
the children’s 
overall health. 

The school has 
an Active Mark 
which commits it 
to ensuring all 
pupils have at 
least two hours of 
physical exercise 
each week as well as 
two further hours of 
extra -curricular 
activities. It also runs an 
in-school project which offers 
a ‘chill-out’ space and access to 
counselling and mentoring 
support. 

“Our focus is on improving the 
health and well-being of our 
children. It’s not just about 
giving them healthy food but also 
about educating them about why 
we are doing it and the benefits 
they get so they can educate 
their children,” Tim explained. 
And the initiatives are certainly 
hitting the mark with pupils. 

GT caught up with Year 4, 5 and 
6 pupils as they queued at 
dinnertime one busy Wednesday 
afternoon....

OVER 16,000 meals are prepared 
each day for Greenwich pupils. 

Meals are cooked using fresh 
ingredients and locally-sourced 
seasonal products wherever 
possible. 

Dinners are produced by two 
companies set up by Greenwich 
Council to provide catering for 
residents. Schools can choose their 
catering providers but 94% have 
chosen to use the council caterers 
who also supply meals to a private 
school in Greenwich as well as two 
other schools in neighbouring 
boroughs. 

Council investment has helped to 
keep the cost of meals affordable 
and has also helped to fund extra 
staff, who all get basic food hygiene 
and customer care training. 

Pupils are consulted through 
school councils and surveys, and 
preferences incorporated into new 
menus. As a result healthier ‘grab 
and go’ foods have been introduced 
in secondary schools alongside 
traditional cooked lunches. In 
addition, breakfasts and healthy 
snacks are available at breaktimes, 
often from snackwagons and ‘bistro 
style outlets. 

Taster sessions for parents are 
held regularly and school vegetable 
gardens are sprouting up in 
primary schools. 

The initiatives have brought 
national recognition for the 
borough’s school meals service 
which was named “most improved 
performer for catering” by the 
Association of Public Service 
Excellence last December. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet 
member for children and young 
people, said: “It’s good to see 
children enjoying the healthy 
menus that are served each day in 
our schools. They have clearly 
made a difference to children’s 
lives, with schools taking the 
opportunity to teach pupils about 
nutrition and health, as well as 
offering more opportunities for 
physical exercise. It’s widely 
accepted that a healthy meal in the 
middle of the day helps children’s 
concentration and learning, and 
this places children in a good 
position to perform well in their 
school work, as well as benefiting 
their healthy development. We’re 
very proud to have led the country 
in making this change, and I 
know it’s a change that has been 
welcomed by parents, teachers and 
children across the borough.”

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

BB’s final 
countdown 

IT’S back! Big Brother has 
returned to the airwaves for 
its final series with all the 
glitz and glamour of a WAGs 
weekend at Butlins. A morbidly familiar 
parade of social outcasts and fame 
hounds have been unleashed on to the 
viewing public for another three months 
of mindless voyeuristic indulgence. 

Way back in 2000 when the first BB 
series aired on Channel 4 it was an 
exciting and innovative piece of 
television - a Brave New World of reality 
TV at the dawn of a new century, 
transmitted 24-7. The concept was 
heralded as a brilliant social 
experiment: Lock a group of strangers 
in a self contained house for three 
months, record their every move and pit 
them against each other in a series of 
votes and challenges until only the 
winner remains. 

The debut season was all it promised to 
be because the housemates had no real 
idea what they were entering in to. There 
was none of the self-awareness and 
tactical game playing that has 
increasingly blighted the show since - 
and it was unchartered territory for the 
audience too, giving the spectacle an 
unpredictable nature that made for 
compelling viewing at the time.

However, as each series has floundered 
worse than its predecessor, the show 
has become utterly emblematic of the 
nature of modern celebrity culture and 
popular television. A bland, generic 
conveyor belt of talentless individuals 
with a shelf life only to last until the next 
batch are ready to go through the meat 
grinder; a fresh horde of doppelgangers 
every year screaming, "Love Me, Love 
Me - Make Me a Star!” 

As depressing as the annual ghoul 
parade is, it is sadly matched by the 
general output of Channel 4. The 
gradualand painfuldemise of BB runs in 
tandem with that of the terrestrial 
channel which has devolved from the 
innovator of British television to the 
purveyor of throw-away junk. Swamped 
in a formulaic broth of reality shows and 
repeats of US sitcoms the channel has in 
many ways, become the poster-boy of 
21st century television, churning out 
bubble-gum TV 24-7 underthe banner 
of half a dozen other stations. 

While the disappearance from our 
screens of Big Brother will come as a 
welcome relief to many, it raises the 
more worrying question of what it will be 
replaced by. If the recent track record of 
Channel4 isanything to go by, perhaps 
we can all look forward to another 
decade of ‘When Vegetable Cutting Goes 
Wrong’ or ‘Ugly People Made Less Ugly’. 
Farewell BB, farewell.

The latest band getting the 
music press all hot and 
bothered is American four 
piece, The Drums. 

With a sound that owes as 
much to 80s British indie as it 
does to 60s Americana, the 
achingly cool quartet, (like 
The Strokes and White 
Stripes before them), are 
likely to garner more favour 
over this side of the pond, 
where let’s face it, we’ve got 
better taste. 

Or is it simply that we’re 
more susceptible to the well- 
polished sheen of 
unprofessionalism; dirty t- 
shirts and singers that really 
mean it, man? 

The Drums’ self titled debut 
starts well enough: the zingy 
pop of opener Best Friend 
recalls New Order and The 
Cure; Me And The Moon’s nod 
to George Harrison’s Got My 
Mind Set On You in its 
booming drums, and Let’s Go 
Surfing, which is probably 
the record’s zenith in terms of

sounding ‘like The Drums’, 
and no one else. 

But from here on in it’s poor, 
and the chirpy formula 
quickly becomes tiresome. 
New Order bass? Check. New

check. 

The saccharine strings of 
Beach Boys-aping Book Of 


Stories are retch-inducing 
even on the first listen, and 
contrary to belief at Drums 
HQ, reverb overload alone 
does not a good record make. 
We’ve been here before with 
Glas vegas: a decent body of 
work ruined by over zealous 
use of echo.

by the plodding filler, Down 
By The River, which is host to 
a French Horn duelling with 
a synth, no less.

Even the band begins to 
sound bored as the second 
half of Forever And Ever 
Amen tails off to its eternal 
anticlimax. And the strings - 
what’s it all about? Where 
does this pastiche belong in 


French art house film misses 


THE latest film from 
J French director, Andre 
Techine, deals with the 
^ true story of a 
notorious fabrication. 

In 2004, a young French woman 
claimed to have been attacked 
on a suburban train by a group of 
men, significantly, of Arab and 
African origin. Apparently 
mistaking her for a Jewess, the 
alleged anti-Semites scraped a 
knife blade across her cheeks 
and drew swastikas on her 
stomach. 

While her immediate family and 
the police were sceptical as to 
the veracity of her story - there 
were a number of fairly obvious 
inconsistencies - both the media 
and the political authorities 


decided to use the incident for 
their own ends and subsequently 
blew it out of all proportion. The 
girl later admitted that the entire 
story had been false. 

The Girl On The Train attempts 
to place the episode into some 
sort of context. We find the girl, 
Jeanne (Emilie Dequenne) 
already living a lie, spending her 
days rollerblading and listening 
to music but telling her 
childminding mother, Louise, 
(elegantly played by Catherine 
Deneuve) that she is being 
interviewed for numerous legal 
secretarial positions. She 
continues to drift, eventually 
falling in love and moving in with 
Franck (Nicolas Duvauchelle), a 
professional wrestler who deals 


drugs on the side. 

Her aimless existence however, 
offers few insights into what is to 
come. The sub plots, (the 
episode with Franck; her 



relationship with a Jewish 
lawyer Samuel and his complex 
relationship with his own family), 
run in parallel rather than in 
sync with the main theme, 
leaving the viewer confused and 
disorientated. Techine’s 
imaginative and varied use of 
sound - suburban trains 
thundering through endless dark 
tunnels; computer keyboards 
being struck unnecessarily 
violently, consequently becomes 
irritating and unexpected, rather 
than reflecting the troubled state 
of Jeanne’s tortured mind. 

The characters do their best to 
make sense of this jumble of 
themes. Deneuve and Blanc are 
particularly competent, although 
neither is stretched. Deneuve is 
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Drums?... 


the grand scheme of 
things? Are these really 
deserving of their mantle 
of ‘saviors of new music’, 
or has the vacuum grown 
so deep and cavernous 
that this is the best a 
splintered and ailing 
music industry can come 
up with? 

How a 60s-sounding 
record owing a large part 
of its identity to a couple 
of 80s bands is meant to be 
revolutionary is anyone’s 
guess... 

And just when you think 
there’s light at the end of 
the tunnel with the 
excellent couplet, I need 
Fun In My Life and I’ll 
Never Drop My Sword, the 
annoying surf guitars of 
the final track kick in once 
more, like the incessant 
drone of a vuvuzela that’s 
impossible to ignore. 
Inescapable too, are the 
apparent coded messages 
in the song titles: We Tried 
- yeah, a bit too hard; It 
Will All End In Tears - 
true; I Can’t Take Any 
Morel You and me both... 
Who says Americans have 
no sense of irony? The 
closing track is called The 
Future. This is an album 
that owes everything to 
the past, and offers very 
little to the future.

Gaming news from E3 convention 


World in motion control 


IFyou’re interested in 
gaming then this is 
undoubtedly the most 
exciting time of the year 
for you. Last week saw the E3 
games Expo kick off in Los Angeles 
for its 1 5th year, and for those who 
do not worship the arrival of the 
annual event, in short, it is gaming 
Mecca. 

The massive Los Angeles 
Convention Center plays host to 
every game software and hardware 
developer known to man, and 
they’re all showing off their latest 
goods. Thisyear’s big news came 
from the Sony and Microsoft 
camps, and although both projects 
were announced some time ago, 
thisyearsees both console giants 
attempting to pitch the best price 
and release. 

Nintendo is already in the ‘motion 
control’ arena but not to the same 
degree as the two new entrants. 
The Wii console makes use of 
rather primitive hardware and 
although looks revolutionary, it is 
not anywhere near what Microsoft 
and Sony are bringing to the table. 
Nintendo should be thanked for the 
foresight though - without their 
desire to push gameplay into new 
dimensions it is unlikely that we’d 
be on the cusp of such a gaming 
revolution. 

Microsoft’s new motion control 
system, known as Kinect 
(developed as ‘Natal’) connects to 
your existing Xbox 360, and is 
described by Microsoft as a 
“controller-free gaming and 
entertainment experience”, which 
features an add-on that sits in front 
of the gamer, tracking entire body

movements. Making use of three 
cameras, the add-on tracks up to 
two individuals, and although 
details remain sketchy even after 
several demos at the Expo, it looks 
like through use of gestures and 
spoken commands gamers can 
move objects and perform tasks. 
Microsoft is yet to put a price tag on 
Kinect, but rumours suggest it’ll be 
around the $150 (£100) mark when 
purchased as a stand-alone 
accessory upon released on 
November4. 

Sony on the other hand has taken a 
different approach with its 
comparable innovation, which 
requires gamers to use hand-held 
controllers. Playstation Move, as it 
is known, has much in common 
with Nintendo’s Wii. The gamer in 
some cases holds a controller in 
each hand, one of which is a 
‘navigation controller’ featuring a 
D-Pad and similar Playstation 
buttons, whilst in the other hand is 
the ‘motion controller’ which has a 
large globe on top. What’s 
important here is the motion 
controller - the globe is tracked by 
a camera that sits in front of the 
gamer and unlike on the Wii, is able 
to track in 3D space, so side-to- 
side, forwards, and backwards 
movements are all possible. 

Put a motion controller in each 
hand and as Sony demonstrated at 
E3, you can pick up a virtual bow 
and arrow, pull the arrow back and 
let it fly. 

Playstation Move is available 
September 1 9, 201 0 fora bundle 
price of $1 00 (£70) and connects to 
existing Playstation 3 consoles.
